preacher. Would-be grooms, usually 
ignorant of conditions, are charged no 
less than S10, though the license costs 
but 51 
The preacher usually gets S3, 


it is claimed, the brakeman $2, the 
newsboy S3 and thehackman82. Some- 
times the latter extorts $5. 


"When the train rolls into the Queen 


City depot the newsboy on the car 
platform signals to the hackmen lined 
along the pavement how many couples 
are on hoard by holding up his fingers. 
Nearly all the itinerant couples are 
hauled to the same minister, and fre- 
quently, very frequently, the hackmen 
indulge in a fight over who is to haul 
the couples.

Minneapolis constitute the greatest 
metropolis west of Chicago, the former 
having a population of 175,000 and the 
latter 225,000. St. Paul's importance 


a great railroad center is well 


known. 
The Northwestern Line, 


Northern Pacific, Great Northern and 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul are 
among the great trunk lines having 
their offices located there and it has 
great live stock, jobbing and manufac- 
turing interests. 
The value of live 


stock handled each year amounts to 
813,000,000, The city is situated on a 
hill overlooking the Mississippi river, 
and although it is 750 mil»s north of 
St. Louis.this mighty river is still nav- 
igable, a line of steamers running re*g- 
ularly between the two cities. Here 
lives J. B. Hill, the great railroad mag- 
nate, the most promi/ient man to-day 
iu the northwest—a man who was at 
one time a poor clerk and from that 
drifted into the coal business; then be- 
came connected with the lake trade and 
when the Great Northern Line, which 
was then a small affair, was about to 
go into the hands of a receiver Hill 
secured control of it and from this be- 
ginning developed the great Continen- 
tal Railway system which he now con- 
trols. 


Minnesota is building its new state 


capitol in St. Paul, on Wabasha street, 
on an elevation overlooking the city. 
It is now almost completed, is built of 
Georgia marble, will cost more than 
83,000,000 and its decoration will be 
the work of the best sculptors aud 
painters this country can produce. 


The two cities are so closely built 


that it is impossible to tell which city 
you are in when taking a trip on the 
electric cars, which are operated by 
one company, and this is, perhaps, the 
most complete and best equipped street 
railway system in the country. 


Minneapolis, which is the younger 


of the two cities but the more progres- 
sive and the larger, is commonly 
known as the "Flour City," named so 
from the fact that the greater part of 
the world owes to this city the dis- 
tinction of providing the material for 
making the main staff of life. Here 
are the great Washburn and Pillsbury 
flour mills, a group of twenty mills, 
with a capacity of 75,700 barrels a day. 
Pillsbury 
"A" mill, the largest of 


them, grinds 10,000 barrels a day. 
They obtain their power from St. 
Anthony's falls, which generate 36,- 
000 horse power. 
These great falls 


also furnish the power for the street 
railways and city lighting. The state 
university is located here. It consists 
of 25 buildings and has 3,413 students 
this year, 950 of whom are women, in 
its ten departments. • It ranks third, 
in point of attendance, in the United 
States. 
This city is almost level, 


broad asphalt streets, wide side-walks, 
fine business blocks, beautiful homes 
and plenty of lawns and shade trees— 
in fact, it is the cleanest and most 
modern city that I have ever had the 
pleasure of visiting. Its future possi- 
bilities, considering that it produced 
15,000,000 barrels of fiour, handled S3,- 
312,370 bushels of wheat, 28,394,740 
bushels of other grains, and cut 501,- 
533,000 feet of lumoer, ranking in 1901 
as the first city in the United States as 
a milling, lumber center and grain 
market, seems to be unlimited. 


In my next letter I shall endeavor to 


give you a description of some of the 
beautiful parks and lakes surrounding 
these cities, also to give our Bedford 
county farmers an idea of how they 
farm here in the northwest,

You have heard it 


said that this world is a world of dan- 
ger, but nearly all its dangers assail 
man, the heir of eternity. 
Below 


men's realm the dangers are few and 
simple iu scope. 0( animals, birds,fish 
and insects the law of their nature is 
so simple that they seldom leave the 
path cf their divinely intended exis- 
tence. 
But not so with man. 
He 


stumbles at the threshold and at every 
stage of life; is in danger of being 
warped and biassed; wanders out of 
right paths and is stormed upon and 
blown upon by a thousand dangers, so 
that in the j jurney to the heights of a 
Righteous manhood he is in danger of 
ruin and wreckage. 


Man is a complex being, a being like 


D.\ Jekyl and Mr. Hyde—a double or 
triple natnred being. 


Sorae children are very fortunate in 


their choice of parents; the habits and 
temperaments, strength or weakness 
of parents and ancestors being bound 
to reveal themselves in their offspring. 


Every man must learn to handle 


himself; his own experience must 
teach him the hardest lessons and he 
is often liable to make mistakes; there- 
fore at the threshold of life we need 
some messenger to stand and cry 
aloud, "Beware, watch your steps." 
The Bible is such a message to men, 
and warns men that there be ways 
which seem right to men, yet the ends 
thereof may be death. 


But why should ways seem right and 


yet be so filled with dangers ? 


Some harmless things lead to death. 


As a rule pleasure results from obe- 


dience to law; not always, for there 
may be times when suffering is the 
sign of virtue and it was once the sign 
of a God. 


Heroism suffers voluntarily and vi- 


cariously as Jesus suffered. But the 
young are apt to think that danger 
can't lurk in pleasure. "Holidays are 
better than schooldays, and parents 
are wrong to force us to study when 
we prefer play." 


If childhood is all and the boy was 


not to grow to a useful manhood the 
argument might hold. 


The most fateful being with whom 


we have to deal is—man. 0 ur compan- 
ions have more influence over us than 
natural forces. Why ? Because men 
use intelligence and forces to secure 
designed ends.

ways was within the reach of the poo 
man, had suddenly jumped, when aidei 
by the fish trust, to a price exceedini 
that of the finest salmon or that ex 
quisite delicacy, the mountain broo 
trout, thi Browning glory of a eon 
uoisseur's feast, and when I took u; 
my paper the other day and learnei 
that a fish trust was about being form 
ed I laughed ia my sleeve to think o 
the immense job that this fish trus 
had undertaken. 
The Almighty in tb 


plenitude of His power and mercy hai 
reserved of the ocean's space of ou 
habitable globe two-thirds as an ocea 
trust for the poor man. Here for thous 
ands, or perhaps millions, of years 
was a game preserve for poverty; ou 
in the great ocean, and marking th 
situations of the feeding grounds, h 
could so time it that almost any day i 
the three hundred and sixty-five h 
could catoh enough good fish to fur 
nish him with an excellent, substan 
tial dinner, or if he desired to g 
farther and had the means to do it, h

"A fish trust, a fish trust," in th 


name of all that is good, bad or indif 
ferent, what are we coming to?

I have ha 
occasion during the last few months t 
caution my readers against trusts 
Taey come in inch alluring shape 
that it is almost impossible to rcsia 
temptation. Where you knock th 
head off one trust the hydra head of 
dozen new villainies spring up to an) 
ply the place of the one you have de 
stroyed. About this fish trust ther 
is a shameless crime; it is not Ion 
since I recorded the destruction o 
nearly forty barrels of decayed fish t 
keep the price up in the market an 
virtually to exclude it from the whole 
some food supply of the poor man 
Whatsoever excuse there may be fo 
a food trust on land,where wheat goe 
up to double ita former value, wher 
cattle are raised to meet the beef de 
mand of all the nations of the earth 
where coal is garnered from the mine 
where the Almighty planted it million 
and millions of yearn ago ? Expenaiv 
plants are necessary to aecnre these hie 
den treasures; the lives of thousand 
are imperiled every day to secure them 
but the fish of the ocean need no guard 
ian either in the polar seas or under th 
equator. 
The Almighty has given 


these mighty herds an instinct whic 
guides them to the poor man's door 
but in the moment of his extremes 
want comes a trust to claim the mighty 
ocean peculiarly his own. He drive 
the poor man baek and demands 
mighty price for the crop he neve 
sowed, but of which he is the sole ant 
golden reaper. In brazen impudence 
and fathomless villainy 
there 


trust revealed within the memory o 
man which will equal this fish trust in 
ita incarnate deviltry. 


To the most casual observer who has 


known onr New York life for the las 
thirty or forty years it must be eviden! 
that however much we have increased 
in population and wealth we have by 
no means added to our moral or re 
ligious character. 
Fewer people at- 


tend church to-day than they did forty 
years ago. The observance of the law 
laid down by our Christian rulers does 
not seem entitled to either reverence 
or resprct. Half a century ago in the 
most of our large cities the father anc 
mother prepared the children and all 
went tc church together. The observ 
ance of the Sabbath was a special 
obligation from which we are drifting 
away. We have been rapidly Import- 
ing European and other foreign crimes 
which seem to-day to have a fixed 
permanence in our midst. The crime 
of kidnaping, as it exists in Italy, and 
the seizure of prominent citizens for 
ransom, has gradually assumed the 
character of a regular business in the 
United States. It is not very long 
since the son of a wealthy citizen of 
Omaha, Neb , was seized in open day 
and $85,000 was demanded for his 
release. 
The punishment of refusal 


was murder. It is almost a forgotten 
crime to-day, the kidnaping and mur- 
der of Charlie Boss.

The father of Charlie Ross was a man 
of comfortable fortune at the time hia 
boy was kidaaped. He spent his for- 
;une and wrecked his health following 
ivery clew that gave him a possible 
hope of recovery 
of hia boy, and 


though assisted by thousands, he never 
iaw his child again, and with the 
>ov's mother, died of a broken heart. 


For several years there waa a oessa- 


ion of the diabolical crime of kidnap- 
ng until one day aboat five years ago 
he son of a prominent citizen of Alba- 
ny was seized in the middle of the af- 
>ernoon and concealed in a lonely house 
n the woods only a few miles from Al- 
oany. A ransom of'several thousand 
dollars was asked. The refusal of the de- 


rnand insured the boy's death. Among 
the numerous pursuers who sought 
to discover the kidnapers' trail was a 
charp newspaper reporter. His sight 
was keen and his hearing phenomenal 
and it was not very long until he ran 
down the kidnaper and recovered the 
boy. He was carried in triumph all 
around the city to assure the people 
that he was still alive and safe. The 
return of the boy as umed the charac- 
ter of a peace jubilee, the only draw- 
back to the trial being that the mur- 
dering villains escaped ponisbm-snt. 
The next great sensation occurred in 
Omaha and here in New York the steal- 
ing of a child in Central park by a con- 
spiracy with a nerse which was fiaally 
restored to its parents without serious 
loss. The great sensation of the week, 
however, has been the attempted as- 
sassination of one Count de Cordova, a 
Spanish graudee,who is now the claim- 
ant to vast estates in his native land and 
who has been followed by murderous 
thugs from Spa<'n to the United States 
to induce him to sign papers renounc- 
ing all claims to his family estate un- 
der penalty of death. He was struck 
down at night whiia in the act of open- 
ing his own door, then dragged to a 
carriage and taken to a railroad on the 
verge of the city and tied fast to the 
rails, where for more tnan two hours 
he lay in the horrible anticipation of 
being ground to pieces by some i 
proaching train. He was not aware 
that no trains were run at night on 
that section of the road, but the terror 
he endured that time was enough to 
unseat his reason.

REVIEW OP THE LIFE OP JESUS 


CHRIST. 


QOLDSN TEXT—"A Light to lighten the 


Gentiles and tbe glory of Thy people 
Israel." Luke 2:83. 


The birth of Jesus Christ was in this 


way: 
His mother, Mary, was erga 


to be married to Joseph, but before 
the marriage took place, she was found 
to be with child—by the power of the 
Holy Spirit. Her intended husband, 
Joseph, was a good man, and being 
unwilling to make an example of her, 
wished to break off the engagement 
privately. 


An angel of the Lord appeared to 


him in a dream and said, "Josepn, son 
of David, do not be afraid to take 
Mary for your wife, for her unborn 
Child has been conceived by the power 
of the Holy Spirit. She will give birth 
to a Son; and you shall give Him the 
name Jesus, for it is He Who will save 
His people from their sins." 


All this happened in fulfilment of 


these words of the Lord by the prophet, 
"Behold! the virgin shall be with 
Child and give birth to a Son and they 
will give Him the nama 'Immanuel,' a 
word which means 'God is with us.'" 


The angel Gabriel had said to Mary, 


"The Child will become great and be 
called the 'Son of the Most High,1 and 
the Lord God will give Him the throne 
of His ancestor D»vid, and He will be 
King over the descendants of Jacob 
for ever. To His kingdom there will 
be no end." 


Joseph made Mary his wife, as the 


angel of the Lord had directed him, 
but did not live with her as her hus- 
band until after the birth of her Son, 
to Whom he gave the name Jesus, 


When Jesus was about thirty years 


old He began to make this proclama- 
tion: 
"Repent, for the kingdom of 


heaven is close at hand." He went 
round the whole of Galilee, teaching 
in their synagogues, proclaiming the 
Good News of the kingdom and curing 
every kind of disease 
and illness 


among the people; and His feme ex- 
tended through all Syria. 


Wherever He came, to villages, or 


towns, or farms, they would lay their 
sick in the streets and would beg Him 
just to let them touch but the tassel 
of His oloak, and all who touched Him 
were made well. 


Jesus said to His apostles, "Listen! 


We are going up to Jerusalem; and 
there everything that is written in the 
prophets will be done to the Son of 
man. 
For He will be handed over to 


the heathen and mocked and insulted 
and spat upon; they will flog Him, and 
then pat Him to death; and He will 
rise up again on the third day." 


"Do not any of you be disheartened. 


Believe in,God and believe in me, too. 
In my Father's house are many rooms. 
If it had not been so, I would have 
told you; I am going to prepare a 
place for you 
And if I do go and pre- 


pare it, I shall return, and will take 
you to be with me, so that yon may be 
where I am; and you know the way to 
the place where I am going... I my- 
self am the way, the truth and tbe 
life; no one ever comes to the Father 
except through me." 


So the mob took Jesus, and He went 


out, carrying the cross for Himself, to 
the place that is called, after a scull, 
"Golgotha" in Hebrew. 
There they 


crucified Him, between two malefac- 
tors. Pilate had a notice, too, written 
in Hebrew, in Latin and in Greek and 
put up over the cross : "Jesus of Naz- 
areth, the King of the Jews." 


When Jesus was dead, in the evening, 


there came a rich man named Joseph 
and asked Pilate for the body of Jesus; 
upon which Pilate ordered it to be 
criven him. So Joseph and Nicodemus 
took the body of Jesus and buried it 
in a newly made tomb cut in the rook; 
and a great stone was rolled against 
the entrance. 


On the third day, which was the first 


day of the week, very early in the 
morning, an angel of the Lord descend- 
ed from heaven and rolled away the 
stone and sat upon it. And He said to 
ihe women who had come to the grave: 
Do not you be afraid. I know that 


it is Jesus, Who was crucified. Whom 
you are looking for. He is not here; 
'or He has risen from the grave as He 
said He would. Come and see the 
place where He was lying; and then 
•o quickly and say to His disciples, 
He has risen from the dead, and 
going before you to Galilee, and there 
you will see Him.'" 


After this Jesus led His disciples out 


nearly as far as to Bethany and there 
raised His hands and blessed them; 
and He was caught up before their 
very eyes and a cloud received Him and 
hid Him from their sight. They were 
still gazing into the sky, as He was 
going, when they suddenly found two 
men in white standing by them, who 
said, "Why are you Galileans standing 
here with your eyes fixed on the sky? 
This very Jesus, Who has been taken 
from you into the sky, will come in 
jnst the same way as you have seen 
Him going there." "Even so, come, 
Lord Jesus." 


REV. G. W. AUGHINBAUGH, D, D. 


Brief Sketch of the Life and LaborK of 


This Eminent Educator. 


From the Reformed Church Mes- 


senger we glean the following sketch 
of the life of Kev. Dr. George W. 
Aughinbaugh: 


He was born in Chambersburg, Feb- 


ruary 12, 1819. His father's name was 
John and his mother's maiden name 
was Elizabeth McCullough. His grand- 
parents on his father's side were from 
Germany. On his mother's side they 
were Scotch-Irish. 
He entered the 


freshman class in Marshall college in 
the spring of 1841 and graduated in 
the fall of 1844. L B. Kennedy, presi- 
dent of the Cumberland Valley rail- 
road, was salutatorian of the class and 
Mr. Aughinbaugh valedictorian. He 
entered the seminary in the fall of 
1844 and graduated in the fall of 1840 
At that time mid-summer and mid- 
winter were devoted to study, vacation 
falling in spring and fall. In Septem- 
ber of "46 he was licensed by the synod 
at Carlisle and on November 19 of the 
same year he was ordained by Mary- 
laud classis and installed pastor of th 
Emmittsburg charge. Eev Dr. Moses 
Kieffer, Eev. B. Douglass aid Eev W. 
F. Colliflower were the committee. 
The members of this c'mmitteeboie 
all passed away. So have all o'' Dr. 
Aughinbaugh's classmates, with the 
exception of Mr. Kennedy. He re- 
signed the Emmittsburg charge in '56, 
and removed to Bedford, Pa. In the 
fall of '59 he accepted a call to Edin- 
burg, Shenandoah county, Va, Here 
it was necessary for him, in order to 
support himself, also to engage in 
teaching, which he did by opening a 
school for young ladies at Orkney 
Springs. On account of the opening 
of the eivil war he left Virginia in the 
spring of '61. His next and last pas' 
toral work was at Riegelsville, Pa. 
where he had two pastorates—first 
from January, '62, to July, '04, and thr 
second from the fall of '65 to April 
'73, The interval between the two 
pastorates was spent at Tiffin, 0., as 
president of Heidelberg college. OD 
account of the illness of himself, his 
wife and all of his children, he was 
compelled to resign before the expira 
tion of the first year. The board o. 
trustees requested him to withdraw 
his resignation and offered to give him 
a lesve of absence, with full sslary 
until his health should recover. This 
he declined, however, to do. Later or 
he returned to Eiegelsville, where 
during his second pastorate, the con 
gregation purchased a parsonaga and 
also sold their interest in the union 
church to the Lutherans and built a 
house of worship of their own. In the 
winter of '72 he received a call to the 
presidency of Palatinate college. Th 
call having come unsolicited, he r 
ferred the matter to c'assis, whic 
body favored his acceptance of th 
newly offered position. He took charg 
of Palatinate college at the opening 
the spring term in 1873. Under h 
management the college prospere 
notwithstanding the financial distres 
During his administration 
the wes 


wing to the college was erected. H 
resigned the presidency of Palatinat 
college in 1881. In 1884, after seriou 
ly considering the matter, he decide 
to undertake the work of revivin 
Mercersburg college. He was in charg 
of that institution 
at Mercersbur 


until 1893, during which time he di 
good and faithful work and save 
Meicersbnrg as an educational inst 
tution to the Reformed church. B 
sides the educational work spoken o 
above, Dr. Aughinbaugh also taugh 
in the preparatory 
department 


Marshall college. 
While pastor 


Emmittsburg he organized a classica 
school. 
He also for several year 


taught a classical school in the tow 
of Bedford, Pa. AtEmmittsburgE.E 
Higbee, a young man recently grad 
uated from the University of Vermoni 
and a brother of Dr. Aughinbaugh1 


first wife, was his assistant and wa 
baptized and confirmed by Dr. Augh 
inbaugh and later took his theologies 
course at Mercersburg. 
Rev. Dr. S. Z 


Beam, whose son has just gone t 
China as a medical missionary, we 
confirmed by Dr. Aughinbaugh an 
received from him also h!s first lesson 
in Latin. Mr. and Mrs. Irvine, parent 
of the present president of Mercers 
burg academy, were students of Dr 
Aughinbaugh at Bedford, Pa.

Schneder, the wife of Eev. Dr. B 
Schneder, of Sendai, Japan, 
was 


Mercersburg student under the doc 
tor's administration.
